“OF steamships engaged or partly 
| engaged in the foreign trade Britain 
had 4,461 in 1914, their tonnage be- 
| ing 11,040,009 tons. In her yards 
‘there were in 1914 8658 steamships 
in course of construction, of 1,006,- 
000 tons register. Most of them 
would be available for use by the 
spring of 1915. Since that time the 
| larger yards have been very tusy 
with naval work, and only the small- 
er have been adding to the mercan- 
tile ton nage.

ed calendars. The monopoly ended 
when the claim of the king to the 
privilege of granting or withholding 
permission to issue calenders—a sur- 
vival, perhaps, from days when 
kings asserted their right to regu- 
late all things, including even the 
times and seasons—was definitely 
| disproved and proclaimed non-extet- 
ent.

[Birdman Was Still “Alive After a 
„Terrible Fall, 

The Paris Matin describes how 

Lieutenant Guynemer, the well 

known airman, after having brought 


down three enemy machines, had a 
fall which nearly cost him his life. 

He was 3,000 metres (about 9,800 
feet) up, says the journal, when a 
shell burst full in one of the wings of 
his aeroplane, and the frail bird 
seemed mortally wounded. The 
Whole left wing was completely cut 
to bits, and the canvas fluttered in 
the wind, making the rent till 
worse. In a few seconds there was 
nothing left of the frame but a piece 
of canvas the size of a pocket hand- 
kerchief. The machine fell with a 
crash through space; it could not 
support its pilot any longer. Guyro- 
mer declares he gave himself up for 
lost; the only thing he asked Provi- 
dence for was that he should not fall 
in enemy territory.
